1. A candidate may apply for admission to the examination 
in respect of any one or more of the services/posts mention- 
ed above. He may specify in his application as many of 
these Siervices /posts as he may wish to be considered tor. 

Note L — Candidates are required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the ^rviccs/posts, for which they 
wish to be considered. No request for alteration in the order 
of preferences for the Services/posts originaliy indicated by a 
candidate in his application would be considered unless such 
a request is received in the office of the Union Public Service 
Commission on or before the last date presciibcd by the 
Commission for receipt of applications in their office. 

Ex-servicemen admitted to the examination under Rule 6 
(C) will be eligible to compete only for vacancies reserved foi 
ex-Servicemen in Grade C of the Radway Board Secretariat 
Stenographers’ ^rvicc and their preferences fur other Ser- 
vices and posts, if any, will be ignored. 

Note 2. — Some departments/offlees of the Government of 
India making recruitment through this examination would 
require only English Stenographers’; and appointments to 
posts of Stenographers in these departments/offlees on the 
results of this examination will be made only from amongst 
those who are recommended by the Commission on the basis 
of the Written Test and Shorthand Tests in English (cf 
para 3 of Appendix I to the Rules). 

2. (i) The number of vacancies to be filled on the results 
of the examination will be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission. Reservations will be made for candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
in respect of vacancies as may bo fixed by the Government.

Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitu-

3, The examination will be conducted by the Union Public

to the Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held' shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4, (1) A candidate must be either; — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Nepal, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January 1962 with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(c) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma. Sri Lanka and East African coun- 
tries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania or from Zambia Malawi, Zaire and 
Ethiopia with the intention of permanently settling 
in India : 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), (c),

Only 
such candidates as are likely to be considered for appoint- 
ment will be medically examined. 

Note.- — In the case of disabled ex-Defence Services person- 
nel, a certificate of fitness granted by the Demobilisation 
Medical Board of the Defence Services will be considered 
adequate for the purpose of appointment.

NoHe, — Candidates will be rcqnired to transcribe their 
shorthand notes on type writers, and for this purpose they will 
be required to bring their own typewriters with them.

expected to show their intelligent imdcrstandina of the ques- 
tions and not detailed knowledge of any text book. 

PART B 

Scheme of Shorthand Tests 

Tlie Shorthand Tests In English will comnrise two dictation 
tests, one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 100 words per minute for ten minutes, which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 45 and 50 minutes 
respectively. 

The shorthand Tests in Hindi will comprise two dict.ition 
tests one at 120 words per minute for seven minutes, and 
another at 100 words per minute for 10 minutes which the 
candidates will be required to transcribe in 60 and 65 minutes 
respectively.

They are, however, liable to be post^ abroad 
against the posts borne on the strength of other Ministries 
and also liable to be posted to International Commissions 
etc. They arc liable to some anywhere in India or outside 
India, including non-family stations. 

5. During Service abroad IFS(B) officers arc granted foreign 
allowance in addition to their basic pay at rates which may 
be sanctioned from time to time, depending upon the cost 
of living etc. of the countries concerned. In addition, the 
following concessions are also admissible during service 
abroad, in accordance ■with the IPS (PLCA) Rules, 1961 as 
made applicable to IFS (B) Officers : — 

(i) Free furnished accommodation according to the 
scale prescribed by the Government. 

(ii) Medical Attendance Facilities under the assisted

(iii) Annual return air passage for children upto a 
maximum of two children between the ages of 8 
and 21 studying in India or one child studying in 
India and one child in a country other than the 
country of the officer's posting abroad subject to 
Certain conditions.

For service abroad, except 
in some neighbouring countries, officers are entitled to an 
additional credit of leave to the extent of 50 per cent of
